As we begin construction of Convocation Centre, We “pay tribute to the 
vision of the School's Development Council and the Board of Regents and the 
faithful support of our people for Christian education. Through the generous 
help of the church at large a loan of $200,000 at 43% has been approved. Through 
the generous support of our people, cach and pledges will enable us to complete 
this major building on schedule. 


Convocation Centre is a multi-purpose building serving as auditorium, 
chapel, music centre, cafeteria and gymnasium with all related facilities. It 
is a two-storey building providing some over 40,000 square feet of surface. This 
large place of assembly is urgently required for our growing student body. 


Our expansion program also requires the construction of a Junior College 
dormitory for some 89 students. This unit will be financed under a long term 


National Housing loan.
